Singapore-Bochore (Native Quarter). The island 
of Singapore is 27 miles long by 14 broad, and is 
separated from the mainland of the Malay Archi¬ 
pelago by a Strait, which at its narrowest is less 
than half a mile in width. When first occupied, 
Singapore was covered by jungle, but now all the 
land not reserved by Government has been taken 
up, principally by Chinese. 
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
